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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Board of Education present the following re- 
port of the schools of Hampton Falls for the year end- 
ing March 1st. 1881. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


This school was taught the entire year by Miss Lizzie 
S. Titeomb, of Kensington. She possesses in an unus- 
ual degree that combination of firmness, dignity, and 
kindness, which enables her at once to enforce obedience, 
command respect, and win the affections of her scholars. 
The result was avery orderly school, and continued 
application to the duties of the school-room, with satis- 
factory results. 


SOUTH SCHOOL 


Was taught by Miss Abbie J. Gale, of Kingston, through 
the year. The teacher exerted herself to advance the 
standard of scholarship in the school, and succeeded in 
a great degree in her efforts. The good behaviour of 
her pupils, and the advancement in their studies, was 
observable, at the several visits of the Board. The work 
of the year was very satisfactory. 


EAST SCHOOL 


Was satisfactorially taught by Miss Susie M. Clifford, 
of Danville for the three terms of the year. The teacher 
was kind in manner, and ever appeared industrious, and 
persevering in her endeavors to instruct her pupils. 


20 SCHOOL REPORT. 


The almost perfect order observed, when we visited the 
school was satisfactory, and the progress exhibited b 
them at the close, was very gratifying to us, and higaly 
commendable in scholars and teacher. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Sadie 8. Chase, 
of Kensington. ‘The teacher, though having the requi- 
site amount of book knowledge, wanted-the energy to 
interest the scholars, and that tact which is necessary 
for success. Her efforts were not attended with the suc- 
cess we desired. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Josie B. Shaw, of 
Pittsfield. When we visited the school it appeared or- 
derly and studious, and all things seemed to be working 
for the good of the school. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Mary EK. &S. 
Trickey, of Dover. Miss Trickey proved to be an excel- 
lent teacher, and at the close of the school the Board of 
Education were well satisfied with the results attained. 

Summing up the work of the sehools through the 
year we think there has been a good improvement from 
last year, their present standing being good. We would 
‘make a few common-place suggestions: Keep the pres- 
ent teachers in the same schools as long as yon can. 
Insist on regular attendance. Do not withold your 
sympathy and help from a teacher for any little report 
of imperfection. Do not judge a teacher until you have 
visited the school yourself and become acquainted with 
its management, nor let any previous prejudice govern 
your judgement. We would recommend that there 
should be no prizes offered for scholarship, for it engen- 
ders unpleasant feelings between the scholars, and be- 
tween scholars and teacher. Hiverything should be 
avoided that would create unpleasantness between the 
scholars and teacher or among themselves.
